STEAMER, 7 

MORE TROUBLE WITH THY JAPANESE. 
Wo have boon -ablo to gather ‘some far- 
ther details as to the position of the Nippon 


Yuson Kaisha’s steamer imei Maru, and 
the successful efforts to rescue the crew. 
Tho German steamer Siegfried left Horig- 
kong on the, 8th November, with a salvage 
‘party -from the Docks and a number of 
coolies employed by the Company to re- 
move thocargo fromthe distressed steamer. 
Tho Siegfried reached the Paracola reef about 
mid-flay on the 10th November, and found 
the Hirteji- Mari lying broadside on ‘the 
north-west.side of Bumbay reef with.o list 
of about fourteen degrees to’ starboard.’ 
When the Siegfried appeared in sight the 
rigging of the disabled steamer was manned 
by the Japaneso who cheered Joudly ae the 
ship approached. It was fouhd-iniposiblé 
to approach near the vessel owing to the 
rough seas. Mr J. Gilchrist and Mr .G. 
White, who were in charge of the salvage 
pasty. from.- the -Docke,- pulled. off..to, 
the Himeji Mara’ in a small boat, “and 
when naaring the ship the boat was 
capsized and thoy were left struggling in 
the water, but they were both thrown on 
the teef by the heavy. breakers and escaped 
with their clothes torn to“ shreds, On 
boarding the steamer it was found that 
all. the fite-Boats wera lost, with the excep- 
tion of one which was stnashed into a 
shapcless masa. 9 fore and: mizzen top- 
ipaats had. beon ‘ken down, and all the 
Troome oub away to malro-rafte whieh toy 
alongside the vessel. ‘Tho, engine ‘room, 
stoko-hole snd fore-hold ‘were full of water 
which: rose and fell with the tide. They- 
were compelled to remain all night on 
dboard—the stranded steamer, and next, 
morning the Siegfried way not to be 
seen, But about four o'clock she was 
sighted and ‘the Himejt' Mant signalled 
to her to ba ready early in tho morn- 
ing. to launch the life-boats. Thurs- 
Qay-forenvon and afternoon were. occupied 
in. transforring the Japangse ‘and’ their 
baggage ‘to the Siegfned. Consderable 
difficulty was experienced in this. work:as 
there was a heavy sea on. -On ‘the ‘second 
voyage of the life-boat, with tha chief officer 
of the Siegfried, the boat wax badly smashod 
on the reef, batushe was’ temporarily 
repaired: in .a°fewhours, sid was again 
in use_about four oc! the’afternoon. 
Two boats wero roquisitioned to take off 
the orew—a Jarge-life. boat and an iron 
boat, the former capable of holding about 
twenty persons and the latter about eifht 
Great annoyance was caused by the Japan- 
geo who rolused w Pele ies phi wit! it 
raggi ye boxes and other baggage wi 
thenr inta-the boata. Tho Captain ceport- 
|.ed.that-he had.great_trouble with-the:
